At about the same time the eee of the 
Silver bill by Congress and the of free 
coinage began to create apprehensions that 
these measures would force the United States 
to a silver basis, and as soon as this thought 
took hold of the minds of financiers they be- 
gan to hoard gold, a process which has gone 
on ever since with increasing force. 

The $75,000,000 or $80,000,000 of bonds which 
have been 1 by the Treasury have 
been paid for largely in gold, and as this 
went into the hands of a class of capitalists 
who were rich enough to hold bonds they 
were also rich enough to be able to put the 
gold away until they could see the effects of 
silver legislation. 

The silver legislation has therefore furnished 
the incentive to hold gold, and the bond-buy- 
ing has furnished the means of drawing gold 
out of the Treasury to put into private hoards. 


HEAVY BUSINESS ON CHANGE. 


May Wheat Declines Two Cents from the 
Top Price and Reacts. 

Yesterday’s wheat market was fairly active 
and the business extremely heavy. From the 
outside price the May future declined two full 
cents. The opening was at about Saturday’s 
close, and a disposition to weakness was imme- 
diately counteracted by the influences of the 
stock market. Prices had advanced to 98% 
cents, when the report of a large failure in the 
East was received. The report took all the 
„gimp out of the bulls, and for the rest of 
the session prices slowly sagged. At times 
the movement was accelerated by the receipt 
of disturbing news and ruinors of fresh finan- 
cial troubles, these coming principally from 
New York. There was quitea sharp selling 
movement reported from the Northwest. May 
fell to 968{ before a reaction of importance 
took place. This raised prices to 9786, where 
they closed—a decline of % from Saturday. 


AID MAY COME FROM LONDON, 


It Is Thought $5,000,000 Will Be Shipped 
to New York During the Week. 

Lonpon, Dec. 8.—It is stated that £1,000,000 
gold will be shipped from London to New York 
this week for the assistance of the banks there. 
It is noubtful if any assistance will be sent by the 
Bank of France. 

The Times in its financial article says: 

London, Paris, and Berlin ought to afford all 
possible assistance to New York. The present 
mischief is spreading. The immediate cause of 
the trouble may be traced to the curtailment of 
accommodation through the Barings’ collapse, 
which caused other great firms also to stop ac- 
commodation. In the case of America the stop- 
page of these facilities is particularly unfortunate 
in view of its large cotton crop. We. believe the 
Bank of England could spare a million and a half 
in case of necessity.

GRIEVANCES OF THE INDIANS. 


Mr. Morgan Says There Is Room for Im- 


provement in the Government's Course. 

Wasainetor, D. C., Dec. 8.—[Special. ]— 
Commissioner Morgan has just returned to 
Washington from a three months’ tour of ob- 
servation among the Indian ageacies and 
schools in California, Nevada, Arizona, Col- 
orado, and Nebraska. In regard to the Mes- 
siah craze Commissioner Morgan says that so 
far as the Indians he visited are concerned it 
is greatly exaggerated. He says there is a 
widespread, vague hope, mingled with the 
trembling expectation and faint desire, that a 
better day is dawning for them; that a 
great deliverer is to free them 
from some of the embarrassments and 
limitations forced upon them by the ad- 
vancing civilization, for which they do not yet 
feel prepared, and possibly to restore some of 
the old conditions, to which they look back 
with regret. Many of them, however, fully 
realize that the buffalo is gone forever; that 
the old conditions can never return, and that 
they must adjust themselves as fully and as 
3 as may be to their new environment. 
Mingled with this material and religious 
Messianic hope is the recollection of the many 
cruelties which they have suffered at the hands 
of their conquorers and the desire to be 
avenged of their wrongs. He held councils 
with many of the tribes who had grievances 
and says that, while some of the complaints 
are unfounded and many of their appeals for 
assistanee unwarranted, the fact remains that 
there is too much reason for them to feel 
that they have been unjustly treated. He says 
the only danger to apprehend is that influences 
from without émanating from those who, 
in some manner, might be benefited by the 
Indian uprising or the movement of troops or 
by the excitement growing out of wars and 
rumors of wars, may — — a needless 
conflict and bring on a disastrous and costly 


war.

Mr. Cox estimated 
that there were in the most prosperous times 
at least 500, f unemployed in the United 
States, and in hard times from 2,000,000 to 
000,000.

Government establish codéperative institutions 
where these unemployed could make and fur- 
nish to each other the things needed for 
life.

He thinks that water 
should be pumped directly from the 
mains, that iron stairways be built 
throughout the hospital, and that 
the main corridor be divided into three 
smaller eorridors rer by folding-doors 
to shut off the draught and prevent the smoke 
from extending through all the wards in case 
a fire broke out in any one. 

When Capt. Stephens was Warden of the 
hospital he organized a fire brigade among 
the attendants and drilled it twice a week. 
Since his time the drilling has been discon- 
tinued, as it was too much trouble.

Two of the Rogers Park Cases Tried at 
Evanston. : 

The men who are running saloons on the 
ridge road in Rogers Park are having a hard 
time of it. 

Yesterday afternoon the Trausch brothers 
were taken before Justice Freeman in Evans- 
ton and fined $50 on each of twocounts. This 
was done in two minutes without argument or 
jury.

DEATH OF WASHINGTON TLEAX. 


The Father of the Cincinnati “ Enquirer” 
Editor Passes Away.

CHICAGO NEEDS A NEW GOVERNMENT 


BUILDING. 
Col. Abner 1 introduced yesterday a 


bill appropriating four million dollars for the 
construction of a new Post-Office building to 
replace the present structure, which is tum- 
bling down as fast as it can. The sum is large 
but the need is great, and the bill should be 


passed at once even though no provision is 


made for another Government building any- 
where else in the country. 

The present structure is not fit for use. It 
is unhealthy and unsafe. It was badly built, 
with unfit material, and it is only a question of 
time when its tenants will have to quit it. It 
is unfortunate that it was not torn down when 
it was half finished and its faults were first 
discovered. The increased cost would have 
been saved in the lessened repair bills. It will 
be cheaper to tear it down now than to spend 
more money in tinkering it. It is rotten from 
turret to foundation. Chicago was not to 
blame that if was such a botch, and should 
not be made to suffer for the blunders of 
previous supervising architects. 

It will be easy enough to find accommoda- 
tions for the Post-Office, the Custom-House, 
and the Federal courts while the work of 
tearing down and reconstruction is going on. 
The temporary quarters, no matter how poor, 
will be much superior to those the Govern- 
ment officers are occupying now, where they 
have neither sunlight’ nor fresh air. By be- 
ginning now the new building can be ready 
for occupation early in 1898, before the open- 
ing of the World’s Fair. It will be out of the 
question trying to do the work of the Post- 
Office in the present building during that busy 
year, and that fact should have its influence 
on Congress. 

It is to be hoped that when the new struct- 
ure is built it will be not merely to be looked 
at from the outside but to do business in. Pri- 
vate capital has put up many big buildings 
here which are attractive architecturally, but 
which are at the same time well suited to 
work in. The public structures, however, 
whether Federal, county, or city, are not very 
attractive externally and are unfit for human 
occupancy.

OBSTACLES IN THE PATH OF THE ALLI-

The Farmers’ Alliance, confident that it can 
reckon on three or four million voters, sure 
that it can carry all the Southern States with 
one or two insignificant exceptions, and those 
west of the Mississippi and east of the mount- 
ains, has full faith’that it can carry out its Sub- 
Treasury warehouse scheme and its plans for 
the confiscation of railroads and lending 
money at 1 per cent to farmers who wish to 
mortgage their lands to pay off present mort- 
gages orto make improvements. The Alli- 
ance looks also for aid from demagogical pol- 
iticians. It believes that in States where it may 
have a large minority vote it can win prom- 
inent men over to the support of its views 
through hope of office, as the Greenbackers 
did Mr. Pendleton. 

But the Alliance people leave out of sight 
utterly the formidable obstacles which stand 
between them and success. Living most of 
them in States where the farmers are in the 
majority they overlook the fact that in the 
Northern and Eastern States the city and 


are not going to look on indifferently while a 
scheme is put through for the Federal Govern- 
ment to loan money to the farmers at 1 per 
cent. Even if they were not pretty generally 
convinced of the mischief-making character of 
the plan, they would not put up with class 
legislation which left them out in the cold. If 
the Government is to go into the money- 
lending business they wish to be its customers 
also. City folks need money as much as 
country folks and they need much more of it.

What a bless- 
ing it would have been for the Rittenhouse 
woolen mills, which failed last week, with an 
immense stock of goods on hand on which it 
could not borrow a dollar, if the Government 
had consented kindly to lend the mill-men 80 
per cent of the value of their stock. The 
farmers, whose first complaint is that all legis- 
lation for some years has been class legisla- 
tion unfriendly to their interests, must not 
set out on their career by doing the very thing 
for which they blame others. If the Govern- 
ment is to warehouse cotton, why not cotton 
cloths? If it is to take care of wheat, why not 
of flour? If of corn and pork, why not of iron 
ore, coal, ana iron?

RAILROAD LABOR. 
The fifth annual report by the United States 


Commissioner of Labor is devoted entirely to 


the subject of railroad employment. The sta- 
tistics cover a wide field, returns being made 
by sixty corporations, employing 241,910 per- 
sons, or moré than one-third of the 700,000 
railroad employés in the country. The selec- 
tion of lines was made with the object of ob- 
taining representatives from each group of 
States, but the Northwest, Southwest, and 
Pacific sections are represented by only one 
line each. Excluding those of the employés 
who are paid by the mile, trip, piece, 
there are 
224,570 persons whose pay per day 
ranges from about 20 cents to $9.60. Of these 
81 per cent receive more than $1 and not to 
exceed $2, while about 60 per cent are in the 
lower half of that range, and the percentage of 
those receiving more than $4.20 is so small that 
it may be omitted without materially affecting 
the count. The average daily rate of all the time- 
workers is FI. 64 ,, but nearly 64 per cent re- 
ceived less than that average. About one- 
quarter of the number of workers included in 
this enumeration were employed twenty-five 
days or less in the whole (of last) year, 11 
per cent from twenty-six to sixty days, nearly 
14 per cent from fifty-one to 100 days, 
and 81-45 per cent from 101 to 
150 days. Nearly 20 per cent worked 
from 151 to 300 days, and 21 per cent more 
than 300 days each. The working day on most 
of the lines is ten hours and the exceptions 
were reduced to that as a basis. Making al- 
lowance for lost time the following are the 
average annual earnings per head in the lead- 
ing departments: Baggage- masters, $394: 
baggagemen, $311; blacksmiths, $467; brake- 
men, $212; carpenters, $330; conductors, $575; 
engineers, $957; enginemen, $787; firemen, 
$337; flagmen, $244; foremen, $463; laborers, 
$124 ; machinistg, $431 ; masons, $227 ; painters, 
$348; switchmen, $264; and telegraph oper- 
ators, $235. The highest wages are paid in 
New England. 

The daily wages in Great Britain are given 
for engineers and drivers, firemen, conductors, 
switchmen, and flagmen. The average is a 
shade less than half those paid in the United 
States, but no figures are given for the time 
ofemployment in the United Kingdom, so 
that it is impossible to compare annual earn- 
ings. About 600 of the American lines fur- 
nished responses to questions touching the use 
of intoxicating drinks, and 377 have regula- 
tions prohibiting their use. It is but a few 
years since any road placed restrictions on the 
drinking habits of their employés, but such 
rules are now growing rapidly in favor. It also 
appears that the workers on 19 lines maintain 
beneficiary institutions of their own, 20 
contribute to the railroad work of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association, 21 con- 
tribute to outside hospitals, and 6 to regu- 
larly established railroad associations for the 
benefit of employ Among these special 
mention is made of} the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé Association, which, though not es- 
tablished till 1887, has annual receipts of $135,- 
000, and last year extended relief in no less 
than 18,704 cases. Some kind of provision 
is made by each of 25 lines for dwell- 
ing-houses for their employés, 146 furnish 
living shelter to section hands, switchmen, 
etc., in remote places, and about half furnish 
no houses whatever. 

The startling conclusion is arrived at that 
the average brakeman has only 31 chances in 
145 of dying a natural death, and is injured 
once in each nine years of service. One in 60 
of the 10,052 members in the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Brakemen in 1888 suffered in that 
year either death or total disability from acci- 
dents of the service. Under the common law 
the company is not liable where the injury is 
due to negligence on the part of the sufferer 
or another employé. But special provision for 
such liability has been inade to a greater or 
less extent by Great Britain, Alabama, Massa- 
chusetts, California, Colorado, Dakota, 
Florida, Georgia, Iowa, Kansas, Minnesota, 
Montana, Wisconsin, and Wyoming. 


THE REMOVAL OF GEN. GRANT’S REMAINS 

The Senate joint resolution directing the 
President to request Mrs. Grant to allow the 
removal of the remains of her distinguished 
husband from a private pleasure park and 
road resort in New York City to the beautiful 
National Cemetery at Arlington, where Sher- 
idan and thousands of his old soldiers sleep, 
has reached the House and should be acted 
upon promptly. If this Congress does noth- 
ing more in the remnant of the short session, 
it should not adjourn without passing this res- 
olution, for which the whole country, recog- 
nizing its propriety and justice and anxious 
to rescue the last resting-place of its great 
General from neglect and desecration, eager- 
ly is waiting. 

If there are any members of the House who 
have doubts as to their duty in the premises 
let them consider the circumstances and the 
arguments showing why Gen. Grant’s body 
should be removed. First, it is buried in an 
improper place, being deposited in an ordi- 
nary brick vault in a pleasure park and sur- 
rounded by barns and road-houses. Second, 
it has been neglected and forgotten. No mon- 
ument marks the spot. The million of dol- 
lars promised by the City of New York has 
not been raised and cannot be. In all these 
years since Gen. Grant died it has raised but 
$150,000, and there thesubscription stuck some 
timeago. Third, since the Senate took the mat- 
ter in hand the New York committee has had 
some plans made by architects and adopted 
one of a character so grotesque that it has been 
a laughing-stock, and so constructed as to 
make little difference whether it is ever fin- 
ished oot. This qualification was set forth 
by its designer as the principal reason why it 
should be adopted. Fourth, Mrs, Grant her- 
self has expressed her willingness to have the 
change made. Fifth, the entire people of the 
United States outside of the City of New York 
eagerly second her. : 

Under such circumstances as these every 
member of the House should recognize it as 
an imperative and sacred duty to vote for the

ANNEXING THE SANDWICH ISLANDS. 
King Kalakaua of the Sandwich Islands is 


at present in this country on a visit. It had 
been supposed that he came to get a vacation 


from regal cares, or to improve his mind, or to 
borrow some money, but a San Francisco dis- 
patch says he is here to see if he can sell out 
his islands and islanders to the United States 


and get rid of the bother of wearing a crown 


and carrying a scepter. 

If that is the object of the King’s visit it is 
safe to say that the idea is not so much his as 
that of the sugar-planters of Hawaii, most of 
whom are Americans. Ever since the reci- 
procity ‘treaty with the Sandwich Islands 
went into force these planters have had a nice 
thing of it. Thay have pocketed the average duty 
of 2cents a pound on sugar and have grown 


rich. The treaty has been a good thing for 


the United States, but it has been a specially 
good thing for those Ameficans who own 
Hawaiian plantations. 

After the Ist of April, however, there will be 


no duty on sugar, and these planters will lose 


the advantage they have enjoyed for so many 
years. But if the islands were to be annexed 
to the United States then the producers of the 
250,000,000 pounds of sugar raised there would 
be entitled to the 2 cents a pound bounty 
which is to be paid to the producers of Ameri- 


‘can sugar. That would amount to $5,000,000 


a yer, so large a sum that the planters could 
afford to offer the Kinga hundred thousand 
dollars down to come here and use his influ- 
ence as a lobbyist to secure the annexation of 
the islands. 

Assuming that the story is true and that the 
King, who has no children and would be suc- 
ceeded in case of death by his sister, should 
be willing to sell out for a good round pen- 
sion, would it be wise to accept his offer? The 
general belief is that some time or other the 
islands will pass into the possession of the 
United States. It has exercised for years a 
practical protectorate over them. In the 
course of time this country will be carrying 
on an immense commerce with Japan, China, 
and Australia, and the importance of these 
islands as a way atation cannot be overesti- 
mated. It would never do to let them fall 
into‘the hands of any European Power. But to 
annex thém now simply for the purpose of 
paying some sugar planters $5,000,000 a year, 
or more iff they increase their output, seems 
questionable policy, Their sugar will keep en 
coming here no doubt if they are not annexed, 
for they ean get as good a price for it here as 
anywhere else, though they will not make the 
large profits they have been énjoying. 

Were it not for this sugar bounty there 
would bé no objection to taking the islands 
the moment they were ready to come, for they 
produce a large enough revenue to cover all 
expenses, and their debt does not exceed two 
million dollars. But to pay five millions a 
year for them would be rather steep. It might 
be better to repeal the indefensible sugar 
bounty, which never should have been voted, 
and see whether the desire for immediate an- 
nexation survivea that bit of wise legislation. 


An Iowa paper says itis an unwarranted 
falsehood ’’—what kind of a falsehood is a 
warranted one?—when Tan Tarsuns “ asserts 
that through the new tariff the price of a cigar 
should be increaséd from two to five cents. 
The additional cost to the manufacturer under 
the new tariff is about one-third of a cent to 
This paper has not attempted 
to state how much the price of cigars should 
be raised on account of the increased duty on 
wrappers. It confined itself to saying how 
much it had been raised and to telling the ef- 
fect which the advance had had on the feel - 
ings of cigar-smokers. It may be the cigar- 
dealers charge more than they ought to, but 
they would not have done so but for the Mc- 
Kinley bill. That gave them the opportunity. 
Furthermore, if a cigar costs the manufacturer 
a third of a cent more than it did, it may be 
taken for granted that he will charge the re- 
tailer about a cent more. And when the re- 
tailer is selling cigars to his customers one or 
two at a time, he will be sure to ps two or 
three cents more. So itis not at all surpris- 
ing thatias a result of a comparatively slight 
advance in the cost of wrappers cigars which 
had been selling two for a quarter should go 
up to 15 cents apiece. Nor must it be for- 
gotten that the new law provides that if any 
portion of a bale or box of tobacco is suita- 
ble for Wrappers the entire contents of the 
package are made dutiable. Thus the duty 
on wrappers is often much more than the 
$2.75 specified in the law, and thd increased 
cost to the manufacturer is half a cent a cigar 
rather than a third. 

The framers of this provision of the Mc- 
Kinley bill ought to have known that the 
cigar-dealers would charge their customers 
the duty plus their own profit on the increased 
price they had to pay the manufacturer, and 
they ought to have known that that advance 
in price, small though it seems, would have a 
most exasperating effect on consumers, be 
cause they are being reminded daily of that 
advance. TAN Trisune repeats its assertion 
that no duty could have been more impolitic 
than that on cigar-wrappers. Those who are 
responsible for it do not seem to have had the 
least knowledge of human nature.

Those meetings are of the kind the 
dynamitards get up in America, wherein they 
resolve to annihilate England. Reports of 
these meetings are cabled with scrapulous ac- 
curacy to the London Times and the other 
Tory organs as expressions of Irish-American 
opinion. Even the great mass-meeting in 
the Phoenix Park” in favor of Parnell seems 
to have been a failure.

Aaatn there is destitution among the farm. 
ers of an important section of South Dakota. 
Their crops have failed and they are in want. 
Marshall, McPherson, Campbell, Walworth, 
Edwards, and Spink Counties, with a portion 
of Brown, are officially reported to be suffer- 
ing from the drought that prevailed there the 
last three seasons. The area included by this 
description is nearly in the same longitude as 
the fertile Red River Valley, but south’ of it, 
and is all east of the Missouri, which runs di- 
agonally across the middle of the State.

Some of the authors who have been so crazy 
for international copyright are beginning to 
find that the bill passed by the House is a pub- 
lishers’ bill, conceived by publishers, engi- 
neered by a publishers’ body, and intended by 
them to take the lion’s share of profits. It is 
also feared that the provision for simultaneous 
publication will be used by grasping publish- 
ers to cheat authors. These guileless, innocent 
beings who write books and have been clamor- 
ing for international copyright will find ont 
other sad results should the bill pass the 
Senate. They will discover after they are in 
the clutches of a book trust that there will be 
little left for them. They may find after pub- 
lishers have put English prices on books all 
round that the people may not care to buy 
them, for be it remembered it is the book- 
reader, not the book-writer or the book-seller, 
who will be the victim of this deal, when there 
are no more cheap books. They will find, 
also, that wHatever of advantage there may be 
to authors it will ‘accrue to British and not to 
American authors. It will be a mercy to the 
latter if the Senate shall promptly strangle 
this pestiferous measure.

no opportunity for the trust to make fur- 
ther advances. 

Following the example of the roads between 
Chicago and the Missouri River the Traffic 
Managers of the roads between Chicago and 
St. Paul met yesterday and decided to put up 
all rates that had not been advanced to the top 
notch. The first four classes were up to the 
60-cent basis, which was as high as could 
be attempted safely, but the rates 
on lower classes were raised, The 
rates on fifth-class freight from 
Chicago to St. Paul was advanced from 18 to 
20 cents, and the threé lowest classes from 15, 
18, and 12 cents per 100 pounds to 17, 14, and 
13 pounds. A committee was appointed to 
confer with the officials of the Eastern lines 
regarding a corresponding advance in the 
rates via the S800 line. After a long dis- 
cussion it was agreed to advance the rates on 
grain from St. Paul to St. Louis from 17 cents 
per 100 pounds to 18 cents. This was done to 
allow an advance in grain rates from Eastern 
Iowa points, as the latter are based on the St. 
Paul-St. Louis through rates. 

The question of advancing rateson flour 
from Minneapolis and St. Paul to Chicago 
elicited a long and animated discussion. The 
present rate is only 7 cents per 100 pounds, 
and has been in effect for the last two years. 
All previous attempts to advance it failed, 
owing to the 1 amount of milling-in-tran- 
sit orders i. on the St. Paul Minne- 
apolis markets by the St. Paul and other roads 
at a7}¢-cent rate, which compelled other roads 
that had no lines west of Minneapolis and St. 
Paul to make the same rate in order to get a 
proportion of the business. Then the Soo 
line’s . has stood in the way of an 
advance. But this road,which was represented 
at yesterday’s meeting, declared its willing- 
ness to join in any arrangement the other 
roads might see fit to make. 

The only way out of the dilemma was 
thought to be the formation of a pool or the 
adoption of divisions of traffic agreement. 
This idea prevailed, and a committee“ was a 
pointed to draw up such an agreement. it 
was decided to advance the rate on flour from 
7}¢ to 124¢ cents per 100 pounds, St. Paul and 
Minneapolis to Chicago, ,contingent upon the 
adoption of a division of traffic agreement. 

It will only be a question of a few days when 
the roads between Ghicago and Omaha and 
the lines west of-the Missouri River will ar- 
range to pool their business on the division of 
traffic plan, and then the Eastern magnates 
and the Presidents of the various roads will 
be ready at the meeti

WESTERN GRAIN RATES, 


They Were Advanced in Spite of the Ad- 
vice of the Commission, 

Before agreeing to advance grain rates from 
the Missouri River and points beyond to Chi- 
cago and Mississippi River points strong 
efforts were made by the Western Freight as- 
sociation to induce the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission to remote its order fixing the 
rate on wheat at 20 cents per 100 pounds and 
on corn at17 cents, Missouri River to Chi- 
cago. Notwithstanding the commission’s re- 
fusal to comply with the request the roads de- 
cided to advance the rates. Chairman Midg- 
ley, in his letter to the commission requesting 
a refnoval of its order, said that since it nad 
been issued a great change had taken place. 


The season witnessed a comparatively small 


yield of corn in Kansas and Nebraska, and 
— averaged from 40 to 45 and 50 cents a 

ushel. If with corn selling at 12 to 15 cents 
per bushel the railroads should charge only 17 
cents per 100 pounds, Missouri River to Chi- 
cago, r. Midgley urged they should not be 
so limited when the producers received from 
40 to 45 cents for the same product. 

Before a reply could be received, Mr. Midg- 
ley met Commissioners Morrison, Schoon- 
maker, Bragg, and Veazy in Washington. The 
Commissioners, after consultation, said they 
could not take the ex parte statements of the 
railroads; that if the latter believed the cir- 
cumstances warranted them in advancing 
the rates they must do 80 on their own respon- 
sibility; that if the rates thus established 
should be challenged the commission would 
investigate; that if no complaints as to rates 
were made the advances might pass unnoticed 
or the commission might inquire into their 
reasonableness of its own motion. 

Subsequently the following letter was re- 
ceived from Commissioner Morrison: 

We are, and were when you were here last, in 
receipt of yours of Nov. 20 last. in which you in- 
closed copy of a call for a meeting of the execu- 
tive officers of Western roads for the purpose of 
advancing rates, including grain rates from 
points on and west of the Missouri River to Atlan- 
tic seaboard cities. We can add nothing to what 
we said to you in our personal interview after 
your letter with copy of call inclosed was re- 
ceived. You assume erroneously that the reduc- 
tions made by the commission last July in the 
grain rates mentioned were made solely for the 
reason that the rate of transportation “did not 
allow to the producer a living compensation fot 
his labor and investment,“ when in fact this was 
but one of several reasons, 

To enable the commission to determine whether 
the rates then fixed as reasonable are or are not 
still so, notwithstanding the alleged e ed con- 
ditions, would require an investigation into all 
the facts upon which the rates were reduced, as 
well as any new or additional facts bearing on the 
question. It is evident, therefore, that an ex parte 
order cannot be made on this application which 
we assume to be authorized by the roads. 

The letter, after being read to the executive 
officers of the Western roads at their meeting 
last week, was placed on file and the rates 
promptly advanced to 23 cents on wheat, 21 
cents on oats, rye, and barley, and 19 cents on 


corn. 


EAST-BOUND SHIPMENTS, 


The Tonnage Lighter than for the Corre- 
sponding Week Last Year. 

The statements of east-bound freight ship- 
ments from Chicago by the various lines last 
week are far from satisfactory and indicate a 
light business this winter. Navigation came 
to aclose Dec. 1, and as a consequence the rail 
shipments ought to have increased materially.

MORE PASSENGER RATE TROUBLES. 


How the Scalpers Manage to Undersell the 
Railroads, 

New complications are arising daily in the 
Western and Northwestern Passenger Associ- 
ation and serious trouble is likely before the 
new pooling agreement between Chicago and 
St. Paul can be put in effect. A ticket broker 
in St. Paul whose holding of nearly 5,000 tick- 
ets from St. Paul to Chicago via the Chicago, 
St. Paul and Kansas City route has caused so 
much of a comtnotion in railroad circles, ad- 
vertised yesterday an open rate from St. Paul 
to Chicago of $9.50. How the Chicago, St. 
Paul and Kansas City can charge a rate of 
$11.50 when scalpers are selling its tickets 
openly at $9.50 hardly can be conceived. It is 
quite certam if the road persists in permitting 
such discrimination its officers will come into 
further conflict with the United States au- 
thorities. 

Another discovery of manipulation in passen- 
ger rates has been made. It is said tickets have 
been found in scalpers’ hands which are being 
sold at largely reduced rates. These tickets, 
it is claimed, were issued from rn points 
to Kansas City by the Nickel-Plate over the 
Santa Fé. The portions east of Chicago, it is 
said, have never been used and only those 
reading from Chicago to Kansas City were 
placed by Eastern scalpers in the hands of 
Chicago sealpers. The scalpers get a com- 
mission of $3 on these tickets, while the regu- 
lar commission from Chicago to Kansas City 
is only $1, A meeting has been called by 
Chairman Finley for today to consider the

The Counselman Case. 

As bearing on the Counselman case and the 
refusal of shippers to testify to criminating 
acts on their own part or against one another 
the commission says: 

If the effort is made to enforce the law by penal 
prosecutions it is commonly found that the diffi- 
culty of making proof is quite beyond what is en- 
countered in other cases of criminal violations 
ofiaw. The act to regulate commerce is

most often disregarded in the giving of 29 or 


the granting of special rates for the trausportation 
of property of large shippers. The rivals of a 
carrier who does this are likely to have at least 
such proof as convinces them of the fact, even 
when they do not possess positive legal evidence, 
and very often they have such proof as would be 
convincing if presented in court, It is probable 
that few carriers feel themselves entirely secure 
in the matter of the observance of the law, and 
for that reason, if for no other, they may not be 
disposed to challenge their rivals to a contest in 
the courts with the penal provisions in view. But 
if this were otherwise the appearance of a carrier 
as prosecutor of another, or as standing behind 
the prosecution to furnish the means of convic- 
tion, is well understood to be likely to incite 
against it the ill will of some portion at 
least of the business community, and thereby 
affect unfavorably their disposition to patronize 
it. This is especially the case when the prosecu- 
tion is institu for the giving of 
low rates, for even w is is done 
unjustly and l it nevertheless will haye, or 
seem to have, the effect of favoring localities or 
important interests, and thereby it secures their 


spacovel and invites their support, It ty 
and probably would, be otherwise if they 
reason to eve the prosecution of delin- 
quents could be carried on with the hearty and

which ought to be given it. If carriers will 


assist in prosecut their rivals, still 
less is it to be expected that they will voluntarily 
furnish evidence against themselves when the 
acts of which they are accused are criminal in 
their nature. They claim that the lew itself 
cuses the citizen from furnis evidence of crim- 
inal miscenduct against himself. and that as offi- 
cers as well as the agents who are actors in il- 
legal transactions are generally so circ’ ced 
that if called into court to give evidence they 
would be excused from testifying, they must be 
expected to decline to testify, or even to furnish 
desired information, when asked for the facts out 
of court.
